What Congress Did for Mrs. Lincoln. 
From the Washington Star, Sept. 24. 


It is a matter of discussion at this time 
what Congress will do for Mrs. Garfield. In 
this connection the acts passed in relation 
to Mrs. Mary Lincoln are of interest. There 
were three acts of the kind passed by Con- 
gress. The first act, passed when Congress 
came together after the assassination, was as 
follows: That the Secretary of the Treasu- 
ry pay, out of any moneyin the Treasury not 
otherwise appropriated,to Mrs. Mary Lin- 
coln, widow of Abraham Lincoln, late Pres- 
ident of the United States, or in the event of 
her death before payment, to the lawful 
heirs, thesum of $25,000; provided always 
thatany sum ofmoney which shall have been 
paid to the personal representatives of the 
said Abraham Lincoln since his death, on ac- 
count of his salaryas President of the United 
States for the current year, shall be deducted 
from the said sum of $25,000.27 The amount 
thus granted to Mrs. Lincoln was the salary 


ofthe President for one year. Now that 
salary is $50,000. In February, 1866, Con- 
gress passed the following act: ‘That all 


letters and packages carried by post to and 
from Mary Lincoln, widow of Abraham Lin- 
coln, be carried free of postage during her 
natural life.“ In 1870 the following act was 
passed: That the Secretary of the Interior 
be and is hereby authorized to place the name 
of Mary Lincoln, widew of Abraham Lincoln, 
deceased, late President of the United States, 
on the pension roll and allow and pay hera 
pension of $8,000 perannum fromand after 
the passage of this act.”

Bos TON, September 27.—The days of public 
mourning are nominally over, but how many 
regretful thoughts, both public and private, 
will yet be given tothe lost President, time 
and the future administration of affairs can 
only decide. Boston has presented a strange 
aspect during the week past. Every day 
added to the displays of mourning tributes 
in our streets, and throngs of people made 
the tour of the more central streets daily, 
evidently with the express purpose of seeing 
the decorations. Yesterday especially the 
streets were crowded, particularly out of 
church hours, with people who walked slow- 
ly and talked in low voices and seldom 
laughed. It wasa peculiar sort of holiday 
throng, out a-sight seeing, yet in the spirit 
ofsorrowing reverence. The taste displayed 
inthe mourning emblems has been really 
wonderful in its beauty and variety. Scaace- 
ly a store or a building in the central

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part of the city that has not 
been, for at least three days past, draped 
and shrouded in black and white, 


yet no two alike, and each more beautiful 
than the last. The florists exhausted their 
resources in vieing with each other, and 
lovely floral pillows, broken columns, harps 
and other designs were shown. In one win- 
dow were beautiful white marble busts of 
Washington and Lincoln, with a statuette of 
the Goddess of Fame above them, and below 
and between them, a fine engraving of him 
we mourn,framed in smilax. One white mar- 


ble building was ‘draped entirely 
with black crape unrelieved. The 
Tremont House was dressed in ex- 
quisite taste, and over the main en- 


trance was a broken column of white marble. 
Pictures of the dead President were literally 
everywhere, and the trade in them has been 
something immense, eall the street venders, 
who usually sell pins and nosegaysand elas- 


tic garters, having relinquished their or- 
dinary business for the time being, to devote 
themselves to selling these pictures. Gen- 
erally they were quiet and reverent in ap- 
pearance, but there was one scene enacted 
during the last two or three days of last week 
which must have shocked every sensitive 
passer-by. A whole crowd of boys and men 
were assembled at the entrance to Pemberton 
Square, extending quite across the street, 
and shouting themselves hoarse in eager 
vending of their wares, which consisted of 
the pictures of the desd President and his 
widow, and of mottoes for decorative pur- 
oses. 


Here they go now; only a few more left,” 
shouted one voy, while a young man croaked 
huskily: 


„Here's a nice motto to take home to your 
wife.“ 

One of the largest dry goods houses in the 
city had appointed last week as its ‘“‘open- 
ing“ season, and the display was not post- 
poned, although the building and the win- 
dows were in deepest mourning, while the 
interior of the vast establishment presented a 
strange appearance, all the pillars being 
swathed in mourning volors, while festoons 
of black and white were draped across from 
one pillar to another, crossing and recrossing 


each other, so that scarcely a vestige 
of the ceiling was visible. These 
low-drooping folds- swayed gently 


10 and fro in the draught from many open 
doors, and the effect was to keepin constant 
memory the country’s loss, even while shop- 
ing for novelties. 

By the elevator, however, one was soon 
carried up where it was possible to forget, 
and that was well,if one was to attend an 
opening of new styles at all, which seemed 
almost an irreverent thing to do. Yet life 
must go on for those who are left behind, no 
matter who is taken away, and new bonnets 
ana gowns seem to constitute an element of 
li.e in these —and perhaps all—days. 

Shall I tell you of the opening? Well, the 
first thing I have to say is that there is noth- 
ing new. Is it that we have reached the pin- 
nacle of possible achievements in feminine 
attire, and are wise enough to rest contented 
there, knowing that if we take another step it 
must necessarily be downward? At all events, 
there is rot a distinctively new feature in the 
style of making costumes and suits,unless it be 
in some fanciful arrangemeut of the basques 
or bodices. As to the materials, there 
is one new departure, and that is the revival 
of the beautiful watered silks of our grand- 
mothers’ days; the stiff, rich fabrics that 
have always been described as capable of 
„standing alone.“ One very handsome dress 
of that deep rich color now called biue, but 
which would once have been purple, has 
the @short skirt of velvet, and the simply 
draped polonaise of watered silk. 

Another dress, which took my fancy espec- 
iallv because of its quiet elegance and suita- 
bleness for actual wear, combined all the 
newest features. The color was a peculiar 
bluish stone, which was represented in vari- 
ous shades, the deepest being in the velvet, 
which was used asa mere 9 or trim- 
ming, the next shade being in the soft Ama- 
zon cloth, resembling a very light-weight 
fine broadclotb,and the two lighter shades in 
the silk. which was composed of alternate 
inch-wide watered and corded strioes, the 
latter beingthe lightest shade of all. The 
short sill skirt Was kilted all around, in plaits 
on which was placed the darker watered silk. 
The overskirt, draped high in front and sides 
and low at the back, was of the woolen 
clotb, as was also the body of the basque, the 
deep collar and vest being of the velvet. The 
vest cameto.a sharp pointin front andthe 
side forms of cloth are prolonged so that they 
cross over upon the vest at the waist line and 
meet in a pretty point. The effect is odd and 
very good, but is almost spoiled by a queer 
drapery of the silk over the bosom, which is 
fupposed to be becoming to a slight figure, 
but which is in reality altogether too sugges- 
tive to be in good taste. There were many 
gaudy dresses of black laden down with a 
vulgar quantity of jet, and some black and 
dark green dresses were trimmed with broad 
bands of ecru lace, either plain or jetted giv- 
ing a bizarre and not pleasant effect. One 
magnificent black dress had a skirt of 
satin embossed very richly in a deep bor- 
der pattern with velvet flowers and leaves. 
In speaking of the blue velvet and moire 
dress I forgot to say that it was trimmed with 
broad bands ef gray opossum-fur, It is very 
rich and elegant—a dress that any lady might 
wear and be proud of. Thereis a great deal 
of rich embroidery on the new costumes, 
most of it being machine work, but some is 
hand-work. 

The theaters have been mostly closed since 
the sad news came to Boston. The Museum 
led the movement by closing at once till afte:

theaters opened for the last half of last week, 
and closed yesterday. Of course there was 
anentire suspension of all businsss what- 
ever yesterday. All schools, public and pri- 
vate, colleges, conservatories, etc., were 
closed to their students. 

I heard a bit of news at the N. E. Conser- 
vatory one day last week, and that is thata 
celebrated Florentine teacher of the operatic 
art bas been engaged for this institution, and 
will enter upon his duties at the next term. 
I forget his pe age name, but he is well 
known as one of the leading masters of the 
art in Italy, and it is now certain that our 
American girls can perfect themselves for 
the operatic stage in their own country with- 
out risking the dangers of a season abroad,

The Largest Prison in Europe. 
From the London St. James Gazette. 

The House of Detention which has just 
been opened in Berlin, and to which all the 
prisoners, male and female, who are await- 
ing their trial have been removed, is the 
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rent ildings, the men’s pt 
fri migh with 732 singh 
‘ge reoms, holding in all 1% 
Or the warders, and sleepisig accom- 
modations for 118 otheremployes. Each of 
the cells has a window 10 feet high, and an 
arched roof; the furniture consisting of a bed 
and stool fixed to the wall, and a washing ap- 
paratus. There are also an electric bell, a 
cupboard, a closet and a gas burner placed 
above asmall table. The prisoners can, if 
they please, read or write all night long. On 
the ground floor are 26 cells for prisoners ac- 
cused of murder, or known to belong to the 
criminal class, and in these there isa plank 
bed. There are half dozen cells under- 
ound for prisoners who are guilty of 
reaches of discipline, and in the infirmary 
ring there are nine rooms for prisoners of 
good position in society, should any ever 
come there, which are furnished with some 
approach to luxury. There are a'so two or 
three suites of apartments reserved for per- 
sons who are awaiting trial for political 
offenses, and who are to be allowed to furnish 
them acco g to their own taste. The kit- 
chens, baths and heating apparatus are all on 
the area floor, and the interior of the build- 
ing, which is of iron, is so constructed as to 
form a large hall in the center, which reaches 
right up to the roof. There is a telephone 
between the prison and the Assize Court. so 
that priseners can be sent there without 
baving to wait. The prison for women con- 
tains seventy single cells and fifteen large 
dormitories, there being accommodation for 
200 women altogether. The dormitories are 
partitioned off so that each occupant can be 
} laced under lock and key for the night, and 
there are three or four large work- rooms in 
which they will be employed in day-time, 
under the surveillance of female warders. 
As in the men’s prison there is a spacious ex- 
ercise ground and separate chapel. 


Professional Prisoners. 
From the New York Times. 

The sensations of a prisoner who emerges 
from his enforced retreat after a long incar- 
ceration, and once more mingles with men 
and takes partinthe affairs of the bustling 
world, have been often described, both from 
experience and imsgination, but probably 
never with greater vividness than the three 
Russian Bishops of the sect of Old Believers 
who have just been released from atwenty- 
five years’ imprisonment in the monastery of 
Susdal might give to such a description if 
they chose to write it. Shut up in 1856, with- 
in a year of the death of Czar Nicholas, the 
reign of Alexander II. wasa blank to them 
from its beginning to its end. If the penalty of 
their heresy was meted out with that rigid se- 
verity which our notions of Russian justice 
would naturally lead us to expect,they must 
have been keptin complete ignorance ofthe 
march ofevents in the outside world. To 
them Napoleon III. is still Emperor of the 
French. They know nothing of the Franco- 
Prussian war, nothing of Italian and German 
unity, ofthe dismemberment of Turkey, of 
Papal infallibility, nothing of our civil war, of 
ocean cables, of the Suez Canal. Bismarck, 
Beaconsfield, Gambetta, Lincoln, Grant, are 
to them mere names, not personalities. A 
quarter of a century g with events 
which wil! have their influence in shaping the 
world’s history for centuries to come has 


been dropped out of their lives. 
To a thoroughly wide-awake man, 
such as the average American is, this 
alone would be a terrible punish— 
ment. Even after a six weeks“ shooting in 


the woods, or an ocean voyage of ten days, a 
man accustomed to keep himself well inform- 
ed has a sense of irreparable loss. He never 
can quite make up his deficiency as a student 
makes up lost lessons. Dr. Kane, returning 
from a loug voyage of Arctic exploration, sat 
resolutely down to the files of a New York 
newspaper, but the average man has neither 
the time nor the taste for such drudgerv. The 
daily chronicle of the pres3 contains much 
that is trivial, no doubt, much that is unprof- 
itable, or harmful, if vou please, to read, but 
the man who has once formed the newspaper 
habit, as all intelligent men do, feels no loss 
more keenly than that of his morning journal, 
and reconciles himself with infinite difficulty 
to a total ignorance of what is going on in the 
world trom day to day. 


A Viper’s Venom.

Mr. Peck, of Trimble county, Ky., arrived 
in this city this afternoon and gave the par- 
ticulars of a most horrible case of snake- 
biting. A young man named Edward Green 
was working in a tobacco field this forenoon 
and was bitten on the index finger of the 
right hand by a spreading viper. He 
resented the snake’s attack, killedit and 
carried it to his home not far distant. Ashe 
made his way to the house he sucked the 
wound with his mouth, but soon after 
reaching the house he began to act 
strangely and went to bed. Neighbors 
were calledinand a doctor sent for. As soon 
as whisky could be obtained they foreeda 
small quantity into his stomach, but it was 
too late. The poison had already entered 
his system. The doctor could do nothing for 
him, but sent at once fora hypodermic syringe 
to inject morphine into his veins.

Reports from the country that ‘‘pink-eye’’ 
bas made its appearance among farmers’ 
horses, and that ploughing has been greatly 
interfered with in consequence. 


L. F. Fallon is back trom a trip to New York. 
He saysthat opinion appears to be prettv 
well divided there on cotton prospects, but 
thatthe heavy dealers are selling, as they 
have been, right along. The bad reports of 
the Agricultural Bureau, Bradstreet and the 
different Cotton Exchanges have been pretty 
well discounted, and these latest reperts can 
have little effect upon the market now. 


The well known and reliable cotton house of 
Messrs. Farley &Co., New York, has nowa 
representative partner in this market, Mr. R. 
W. Golsan, of Golsan, Coit & Co., having been 
admitted to an interest in the New York firm 
on September 27. Mr. Golsan is to be congrat- 
ulated upon bis connection with such a well 
established concern as Farley & Co., who in 
Mr.G. have an enterprising, energetic and 
popular representative here. 


Deliveries on October contracts were large 
of wheat and corn this morning, but very few 
oats were sent out. Although such an amount 
of wheat went around among the dealers, yet 
there was quite an active demand for round 
lots of cash, asthere was some shortage left 
for this month that the shorts wanted to fill. 
The premium, too, of November over October 
—ncarly 4%c—prompted some parties to buy 
cash against the next month’s sales. 


Chief Inspector Livingston remarked to-day: 
I see the PoST-DISPATCH saysI am the big- 
gest bear onthe floor. Well, I may be, but I 
haven't got a do lar up on it; but there is going 
to be a big break soon lie on wheat and 20c 
on corn, sure. We have got the largest stocks 
in this country we ever had,and when lake na- 
vigation closes what are we going todo with 
it?

A sharp demand was developed for corn at 
the call to-day, with free buyers, McCormick 
K Co., Evans & Rickait being especially. keen 
tor the stuff. The way October and year corn 
was jumped for at high prices madea rattling 
of the bones in shorts and frightened some of 
them intothe belief that a ‘‘corner’’ was on 
the tapis. [|Note—A ‘‘corner’’ is the first 
thing thought of by St. Louis shorts when 
there is a pretty smait advance in the month 
they are in. 

Latest advices from Chicago indicate that 
affairs inthat market areas badly mixed as 
yesterday. Preston & McHenry deny most 
strenuously that they have suspended and as- 
sert they can pay in full all claims made upon 
them. The street appears to be 
dubious, however, and all acknowledge that 
the laying down of the Cincinnati gangon 
their brokers has put themina bad box that 
they may not be able to pull out from. Mc-

IT BEATS THE TELEPHONE, 


A Machine Which Will Do Away With the 
Operatic Libretto, 

Mr. T. L. Jones, formerly of New Orleans, 
but now of St. Louis, hasjust patented one of 
the most remarkable inventions of the age in 
the shape of the Universal Libretto, a machine 
which instantaneously translates any lan- 
guage into any other noiselessly and with the 
utmost precision. The Universal Libretto is 


designed chiefly for use with 
Italian opera companies or ac- 
tors playing in foreign tongues, such 
as Sarah Bernhardt or Salvini or Fechter. 


Itis a machine placed beneath the proscenium 
boxes and manipulated by theleader of the 
orchestra, and follows with photographic 
precision the words spoken on the stave but 
rendering them in the idiom of the audience. 
It will work no matter what the language may 
be. Even Chinese can by this medium be in- 
stantly turned into the vernacular.. At first 
glance the above statement appears to be 
simply absurd, but yet the invention is a prac- 
tical one and will do what theinventor claims, 
A reporter this mcraing went up to Mr, 
Jones’ oftice, in the Jaccard Building, and was 
shown the libretto by the old gentleman. At 
first glance one notices a number of cog-whcels 
and clockwork at one end of the machine, 
which is a long, flat tin box set up on end with 
a sheet of linen intront, behind which and in- 
side the box alampis burning. The principle 
upon whichthe machine works is simply the 
magie lantern one. Ascreenupon which the 


libretto has been written in large 
letters is passed in front of a 
calcium light, which is consequently 


visibleto every one in the theater. Two of 
these illuminated librettos are to be used with 
each performance placedin front of the pros- 
cenium boxes on each side of the stage. They 
will be visible from every part ot the theater. 
The scroll is run up oe water power and the 
shadow of a wire behind the sheet indicates 
the exact line which the actor or singer is then 
engaged upon. The machinery is fully under 
control of the leader of the orchestra. The 
advantage of the new scheme is that 
it does away with the old libretto entirely, in- 
stead of as now having to keep one eye glued 
on the stage and the other on the pamphlet in 
one's lap. It will only be necessary to turn 
the eyestothe side of the stage upon which 
the actor is standing to see an illuminated trans- 
amen ofthe few remarks which are being 
made.

Susan Hepburn, of Kentucky, seeks by a bili 
in the United States Court to restrain 
the sale of some property on Fourth 
street and Christy avenue, block 91, upon 
which the ex-Collector sought to enforce 
a lien for delinquent taxes. Proceeding 
under the acts established for enforcing the 
city’s lien upon property for delinquent taxes, 
the ex Collector brought suit and obtainea 
judgment in the Circuit Court for $4,864. T. K. 
Skinker appeared in the suit for Mrs. Hepburr, 
butit appears from her allegations in the 
United States Court that he was in 
no way authorized to do 80 
and he did it by mistake or inadvertence. 
Britton Hill and Gen. Preston fight the author- 
ity under which the Collector’s tax suits are 
bi ought in the State courts to enforce a prop- 
erty lien, and contend that the acts of 1877 and 
1869 are not constitutional and that a law retro 
spective in its operation can not hold.

About Orchards. 


Never leave an excess of fruit to mature 
upon a tree under the impression that by so 
doing you can hope to increase the vield, 
whether in quantity or quality. An ex- 
cessive crop is always secured atthe expense 
of quality, with loss of vaiue: and not un- 
frequently at the expense of health, and even 
ultimately of the life of the tree. Never 
make the very common mistake of supposing 
that a crop of fruit and a crop of grain can be 
profitably grown from the same soil at the 
sumetime. After trees are well grown they 
will starve the grain crop or the grain crop 
will rob them. With quite young trees a 
sowed crop will prove nearly ruinous. Till 
orchard trees are at least six or eight years 
planted, they should be cultivated each year 
with a hoed crop. Never prune a tree, or at 
least never remove large branches, after the 
first warm days of spring, and before the 
foliage is of full size. Large branches, if cut 
away at that period, will be sure to bleed“ 
more or less during the summer, causing an 
unsightly blackening of the bark below the 
wound, and occasioning the decay of the 
heart wood from the excision downward, 
sometimes causing the premature decrepi- 
tude and death of the tree. Never forget 
that an orchard, as surely as acorn field, con- 
sumes the fertility of the soil, and that to 
starve the soil is as sure to prove unprofitable 
inthe one case asthe other. Trees may live 
on from year to year upon what they can 
draw from an -exhausted soil; but it will 
prove just as fallaeious to expect a good crop 
of fruit under such circumstances as it would 
under similar circumstances toexpect a full 
crop of corn or other grain. We have no 
doubt butthat the vigor consequent upon 
abundant nourishment will in some cases en- 
able an orchard tree to carry its crop safely 
through unfavorable circumstances that 
would be fatal to the crop of a feeble one.

Harvesting Potatoes. 


It is not best to harvest potatoes while the 
weather is quite warm, and the work should 
not be neglected till the ground becomes very 
wet from heavy rains and there is danger 
from frost. It is difficult to harvest potatoes 
and have them in good cendition when the 
ground is very wet, as much dirt will adhere 
to them, and make them likely to rot. Great 
care should be taken not to cut the tubers. It 
is best to sort them at the time they are picked 
up, placing in the cellar only thoseythat are 
fit for the market. Those that are small, badly 
damaged, or cut, or which show signs of de- 
cay, can be placed by themselves and used to 
feed to stock. Potatoes should not be ex- 
posed to the sunlight longer than it is necces- 
sary to dry off the moisture that is on the 
surface of them. If left in the light for some 
time their quality isvery much injured. If 
they remain till their color becomes green 
they are poisonous. . should be 
stored in a dark place, where the temperature 
is quite cool, not subj uch change, but 
not sufficiently cool to them to freeze. 
Potatoes keep their ‘Dest if they are 
placed where the humidity o: the air that 
surrounds them is nearly unfform. To secure 
this, some persuns who desire to have ex- 
cellent potatoes for their own tables place 
them in tight barrels and cover the top with 
a thick turf of grass. This plan excludes the 
icht and keeps the potatoes at the requisite 
degree of dampness.

The shambles in thé markets are heaped 
with the full supply of good things to be had 
between seasons. Vegetables are plentiful 
and good, and game receipts large. The 
prices to-day are as follows: 

Potatoes, 350 a peck, tomatoes 50 to 7dc a 
peck, carrots 40c a peck, sweet potatatoes 45c 
a peck, onions 45e a peck, cucumbers 200 a dar. 


raddishes 25c per dozen bunches, Cavuayze 10 
to 25c per head, lettuce 5c per head, beets 40c 
per peck, celery 65c per bunch, oyster plant 
40c per dozen bunches, kale 50c a peck, egg 
plant 10tolde each, grapes 6c per pound, 
watermelons 10 to 25 each, poor and scarce; 
cantaloupes $1 50 to $1 75 per dozen, apples 
25e per —.— peaches 50 to 7öe per small 
basket and pears 50 to 75c per small basket. 

The varieties of fish to be had are increasing 
at low prices. Salmon sold for 12½ % per 
pound, white fish 12%c, trout 123, 
buffalo 10c, cat 10c, pike 12%, croppy and 
bass 25c per burch, red snapper 1dc. 

There was a slight increase in the prices of 
beef, which costs from 15 to 18/zc per pound, 
according to the cut selected. Veal 15 to 18c, 
mutton 12, pork 12%c, corn beef 10. 

The best creamery butter sold for 40c per 
pound, best dairy 30e, cooking 124, and me-

Alarming Spread of the Horse Epi- 
demic.

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GUITEAU IN DANGER. 
Guard Magill’s Atttempt to Take the 
Life of the Assassin. 


Washington Special to N. Y. Herald, 27th. 


The deep apprehension felt and expressed 
by Guiteau of an effort being made by some 
one connected with the jail to kill him will 
be more fully understood when itis known 
that Mason’s shot was the second attempt 
that has been made on the assassin’s life since 
his arrest. The true story in the strugyle 
that occurred between the guard and Gui- 
teau has never been given to the public. The 
facts, as gathered from an eye-witness and 
frdbm the person who first went to Magill’s 
assistance, are about as follows: There is 
an officer of the jail whose duty itis early 
each morning to go to the cells for those 
who work in the fire-room and awaken them 
in order that they may assist in starting the 
fires under the boilers. On the morn- 
ing in question this officer had 
started to jattend to this part of his 
duties. He had roused the med, and then to 
prevent their — march upon him and 
taking another nap, he had secreted himself 
close to their cells, to be sure that they dress- 
ed and went to work. While thus seated he 
was somewhat startled by the cry of ‘*Mur- 
der!“ repeated as fast asa person could 
catch breath. This, while it attracted the at- 
tention of the officer, did not cause any alarm 
whatever, asitis no uncommon occurrence 
fora prisoner to have the nightmare and 
utter this ae — in the still 

denly 


watchesofthenight. Su there rang 
through the vaulted archways of 
the prison the crashing report 


of a pistol. This was enough to 
bring the Ae his feet, and he made a 
dash for the rotunda and for Guiteau's cell. 
As he reached the rotunda he was surprised 
to find that the door of the corridor he had 
been in was wide open, as also was the door 
of the corridor opposite and the door of Gui- 
teau’s cell. From within the cell came the 
sound of a deadly struggle aud shrill cries of 
‘*Help!”? Murder!“ Dasbing into the cell 
this official was astonished to find Guiteau 
and Magill grappling. The assassin had the 
intruder from behind.with his elbows pinion- 
ed as though in a vice. Magill, pistol in hand, 
was endeavoring to break away from the grip 
of Guiteau and trying to reach over his 
sboulder so as to fire a ball into the prisoner's 
body. Upon catebing sight of the newcomer 
Guiteau did not relax his hold, but cried 
out: 

„For God's sake help me. Do not let him 
kill me. He came here to murder me.“ 

Springing forward, the officer,seized both, 
thrusting the one out of the cell and ‘lashing 
the prisoner upon his bed. Inthe investiga- 
tion that followed great embarrassment was 
experienced to get a statement fixed up that 
would satisfy the public. It will be remem- 
bered that it was stated that the explosion of 
the pistol was caused by the weapon falling 
tothe floor. Thetruthis it was neverout of 
Magill’s hand. The ‘‘cheeser knife“ found 
on the floor wasa linkin thestory hard to 
cover. Magill claimed that Guiteau tried to 
cut him with this. As the assassin is a much 
more powerful man than Magill itis hardly 
to be supposed that Magill disarmed him, and 
it is unreasonable to suppose that Guiteau 
would throw downa knife and undertake 
to defend himself against a man armed 
With a revolver. Another compli- 
cation in the matter was that in the 
carrying out of his regular duties Magill had 
no business whatever in the vicinity of his 
cell, and those who were conversant with all 
the details of the affaircould in no reasona- 
ble way account for his presence there. The 
statements of the Warden were, of course, 
based upon the reports received from his sub- 
ordinates, and he could not be held respon- 
sible for the presumed intention of Magill’s 
visit in Guiteau’s cell, yet the Impression is 
strong on the minds of at least one of the jail 
(flicials that this visit was made for the pur- 
pose of killing Guiteau, and was defeated by 
the watchfulness and activity of the assassin, 
The shot of Sergeant Mason was another con- 
vineing proof to Guiteau that his life was in 
constant danger from those around the jail. 
The constant and carefu! watch that he has 
kept up ever since, and the anxiety he has 
displayed to have his cell protected from the 
possibility of a shot being fired at him, either 
from the outside or the inside of the jail,isa 
convincing proof of his sanity.

THE TRAIN ROBBERS. 


Examination of the Prisoners—Who They 
Are. 
Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

LITTLE ROCK, ARK., October 1.—The three 
train robbers, Delaney, Cox and Morrow,were 
examined by a justice court at 
Hope yesterday and the evi- 
dence against them was very conclusive. 
They were bound over for trial. Delaney and 
Morrow substantially contess their crime. 
Fourteen witnesses, including Conductor 
Whiteside,some of the train men and several of 
the robbed passengers identified the prisoners. 
After the examination they were chained to- 
getber, placed on a special car and!taken to the 
jail at Washington. The procession to the jail 
was u secure and well organized, if not a pic- 
turesque one. It consisted of a man in 


front witha lantern, a navy six, an officer 
armed with a pair of revolvers on each side of 


the chained prisoners, and a man 
inthe rear witha lantern and a Remington 


repeating rifle. Wm.Cox, who spells hisname 
differently fromthe way it is written here, 
says he is 22 years’ of age, Ile 
is the only one of them who 
looks like a desperado. lle savs that he is a 
printer, and that his parents reside in 
Sabine parish, Louisiana. Delaney 
twenty-one years of age, is very talkative and

INCOMPETENCY. 


An Official Charge Made Against 
| tbe Fire Department. 


- —

Investigation Called For—Serious Able- 
gations by Property-Holders. 


— —-— 


Ever since the destructive fire that laid the 
block bounded by Walnut, Ninth and Tenth 
streets and Clark avenue in ruins a fortnight 
ago the insurance men and property-owners 
have been after the Fire Department with a 
sharp stick, so to speak. Charges of incom- 
petency and mismanagement have been pre- 
ferred, but no more formal investigation than 
these §published complaints and replies to 
the same has been made. No official notice 
was taken of the reasonable reflections of the 
heavy losers by the conflagration until the 
following letter was handed to Mayor Ewing 
on his return from Cleveland on last Wednes- 


day: 
OFFICE OF THE COLLIER WHITE LEAD AND ) 
OIL COMPANY, 
(Corner Clark Avenue and Tenth Street), Ss 
Sr. Louis, September 26, 1881. 
Hon. W. L. Ewing, Mayor of the City of St. 

Louis: 

Sin— we feelthatit is due to ourselves, as 
well as a duty we owe to the citizens of St. 
Louis, to lay before youa statement of what 
transpired ft the disastrous fire which occur- 
red on the afternoon of the 2lst instant, and 
through which we have been heavy losers in 
property and damage to our business, many 
people have lost their homes and household 
goods, and the insurance companies have, as 
we believe, been unnecessarily mulcted in 
many thousands of dollars. 

The fire occurred in the rear ofa tenement 
house adjoining our property on the north. 
It was observed in its incipiency and an alara 
given at once, the engines were on the ground 
promptly, the water supply was ample. 

Information of the fire and possible danger 
to our property was notconveyed to us until 
after the first alarm had been given and the 
engines were on the ground. he fire wasa 
very small affair at the time ofthe arrival ot 
the Fire Department. Werequesteda police- 
man who stood in possession of box No. 73 
to sound a second alarm, but he answered he 
‘‘could not without an order from the Fire 
Chief.’’ 

When the fire first attacked our corroding 
sheds the attention of the firemen was called to 
it. They were then throwing water into the 
rearof a small tenement house on Walnut 
street. The answer given wasthat there was 
no danger to our works, asthe wind was from 
the south. One stream of water 
could at this time, we believe, have saveu 
all our property. Whilst the firemen: were 
trusting to the wind the fire traversed the 
length of our corroding houses, 385 by 125 feet, 
and wiped out of existence our two-story 
brick casting and separating works andthe 
valuable machinery therein. 

After an engine hadtaken its position along- 
side our iron-clad warehouse and tank room 
the building caught fire at the eaves, and yet 
the fire was allowed to traverse its entire 
length: before one drop of water was thrown 
upon it. It was remarked by the many spec- 
tators present, and we believe, that had a 
stream been applied even ten minutes 
ufter the engines had . arrived 
to this building, it would have 
been saved, with the thousands of dollars’ 
worth of valuable property it contained, and 
the many brick buildings covering a space of 
over 200 feeton the eastside of Tenth street 
would not be in ruins to-day. 

The disaster which has befallen us and many 
others was caused, as we believe, by the in- 
competency of officials whose positions are 
within your control, and we ask, forthe sake 
and future safety of all property owners in 
St. Louis, that you order a thorough investi- 
vation of the facts, and take such action as 
will prevent a similar disaster in the future.

NEATLY BAGGED. 


D. R. Perry Arrested in the Court- 
House To-Day for Forgery.

How a St. Louis Man Has Been Working 
the Guileless Pennsylvanians, 


One of the neatest jobs of detective work 
that has been accomplished in this city for 
some timefpast culminated this morning, in 
Mr. F. E. G. Carr’s office inthe Court-house, 
in the arrest of Mr. D. R. Perry, of St. Louis, 
for a forgery committed in Pennsylvania 
in 1879. 


In 1879 Mr. Perry was selling a patent wash- 
ing-machine made by the White Washer Com- 
pany of St. Louis through Pennsylvania, an 
avocation which he has since been pursuing 
in other States. In the course of his wander- 
ings be struck the county of Somerset and 
proceeded to teach the natives some new 


points in the washing machine busi- 
ness. He struck u farmer named 
Henry Mull who wanted to 


extend his field of usefulness and concluded 
that there was money in a local agency for the 
washing machines. So he signed what he sup- 
pored was a contract to sell the machines, and 
the fascinating Perry left to tina new victims. 
After Perry had left the county and State some 
time Mr. Hull was astonished to learn that two 
notes of his were in the hands of Messrs. Phil- 
son, Black & Co., the Somerset bankers. 
He had never given any notes 
to anybody, and hence he at once pronounced 
them forgeries. The notes were the product 
of Mr. Perrv’s fertile imagination, and while 
one of them was the old swindle, by which a 
contract clipped across the end becomes a 
promissory note, the other was a forgery out- 
right. The bankers sued Mull for the money 
($600), and Mull went before the grand jary 
and had Perrv indicted for forgery. 
The suit dragged along with continuance 
ufter continuance, because Philson, Black & 
Co. did not want to go to trial without the 
@eposition of Mr. Perry, and Perry had 
negiected to leave his address when he skipped 
out. Last yearthey got his direction, and, 
after some correspondence, he agreed to come 
to Chicago and give bis deposition, but he 
failed to show up. Two weeks ago he wrote 
to Philson, Black & Co. that he would 
come to St. Louis October 1, and give his de- 
»os1tion before F. E. G. Carr, thenotaryif the 
— would send him $15 for traveling expens- 
es. The money was sent to Mr. Carr at once 
and Perry was notified. Sheriff Kyle of Somer- 
set County learned of the assignation, and, get- 
ting the necessary papers from the Gov- 
ernor of Pennsylvania, he took a 
through ticket for Jefferson City, 
where he arrived last night. The requisition 
papers were fixed up at once and Kyle got back 
to St. Louis early this morning. At 10 o’clock 
Mr. Perry came into Mr. Carr’s office and be- 
gun to give his deposition, when the proceed- 
ings were interrepted by Sheriff Mason and 
Sheriff Kyle, who arrested him in the midst of 
an uncompleted sentence. Perry was thun- 
derstiuck and unable to speak a word. He 
silently accompanied the officer to the Four 
Courts, where he was lodged in the jail. Kyle 
wil) sturt back to Pennsylvania with him on 
Monday morning. Perry is well know in St. 
Louis. Heis a gentlemanly, plausible-look- 
ing man, and dresses well. ILlis peculiar little 
swindle has been worked in this country so 


often that, doubtless, he will get the butt 
end of the law from the gnileless 


Pennsvivanisuns whom he worked. Andinthe 
mean time there is a vacancy for a good wash- 
ing machine agent in the White Company.

REGISTERED PHYSICIANS. 


The Ordinances Under Which Prosecutions 
Will be Iustituted. 

Dr. Frank L. James was charged with vio- 
lating the city ordinances in practicing medi- 
cine without being a registered physician 
within the city limits. The Doctor was a stu- 
dent at Munich, Bavaria, and was compelled 
to leave un few months before he received his 
graduation papers. A fine of $25 and costs was 


imposed, but, in company with Health 
Commissioner Francis, Dr. James waited upon 
the Mayor, who remitted the fine.
